President Roosevelt conferred with 
m onetary and legal advisors late 
yesterday. 
It was intimated afte r­ 
ward that their discussion concern­ 
ed legislation to prevent the court 
from entertaining suit* to collect 
the old gold value of government 
bonds. 
Some governm ent attorney* ex­

For Others To Follow 
The death of Oliver Wendell Holmes last 
week ended a chapter in the American legend 
of great citizens. 
It was no accident that 
those who commented on hts life, from his 
associates of the Supreme court down lo the 
most obscure scribbler, noted without ex­ 
ception its quality. 
Other men. some great, have left a larg­ 
er vacancy 
at 
death. 
Other 
men have 
sarved their country in more conspicuous 
places. 
Other men have left a deeper Im­ 
print 
on 
historic 
records 
than 
Justice 
Holmes left. 
But they were. nevertheless, 
lacking something in the stature possessed 
by Mr. Holmes. 


It was a s u tu r e which needed not the 
occasion of death to make itself advertised. 
It had been visible to all who wanted to 
see it for at leaat a quarter of a century. 
It was acclaimed universally when Justice 
Holmers retired from the Supreme court a 
faw years ago. 
By the time of his death 
It had been accepted so long It merited 
eely perfunctory notice. 
T h ere Is quiet satisfaction in believing 
that somewhere in the United States today 
there are several thousand young men who 
have said to themselves recently, “I could 
think of no greater satisfaction from living 
than to be aa much like Oliver Wendell 
Holm es as my own individuality perm its." 
la H m erely patriotic selfishness to want 
ao excellent a life to have follower*? 
Or 
may It possibly be a yearning for immortal­ 
ity in a form which can he soon and un­ 
derstood. 
Apparently, there was no secret lo what 
Oliver Wendell Holmes was able to do to 
gain 
such 
respect. 
“To live is to func­ 
tion; th at is all there is to living,’’ lie said. 
It was bis blessing and our benefit that his 
function was always d i m ted to understand­ 
able ends, w hether dealing with his own 
deep enjoym ent or with his public duties. 
With a few such men sprinkled as a leaven 
in each generation, no nation cvf>r could 
become completely decadent.

New “Security B i l l ” 
Would Provide H e l p 
From Cradle to Grave 


COLUMBUS. O . March 12. — A 
bill which its 
proponents 
claim 
would ’’caret for every Ohioan from 
the cradle to the grave” was in the 
hands of at least one member of 
the Ohio general assembly today— 
but whether it would he introduced 
was a question upon which he was 
silent. 
Its sponsors, the Social Securi­ 
ties Practitioners’ union of Cincin­ 
nati, had this to say. in handing 
the hill to Sen. Edward N. Wald- 
▼ogel: 
“ Being careful observers of the 
various social security programs 
outlined by persons from all parts 
of this country, we have assembled 
the best parts of all of them in one 
bill which we sincerely hope you 
will introduce. 
Among other things It mould pro­ 
vide: 
Fifty dollars monthly 
to every 
child in Ohio, until it was 5 years 
old. Thereafter the stipend would 
be $75. until the age of 
15 
mas 
reached. After 16. and until mar­ 
riage. the beneficiary would receive 
$100 a month—and with marriage. 
$100. 
At the age of 65, this mould be 
increased to $200—and, should one 
be fortunate enough to re^ch 85— 
the state's monthly paycheck would 
be $500. 
“This large amount.” the bill ex­ 
plains, "is necessary owing to the 
high charges of the present night 
dubs and hotel ballrooms.” 
But the end is not yet: 
When 
death rails, the state, under the 
bill, must pay $500 for funeral ex- 
penaas.

the disorder is definitely eczema, 
in order to bring about cure every 
effort should he made to determine 
the underlying cause. 
Neglect Dangerous 
Neglect, or faulty treatment of 
infantile eczema is dangerous. The 
young sufferer has prolonged peri­ 
ods of discomfort and loses weight. 
An advanced case is indeed a path­ 
etic sight. 
Fortunately, not all cases of ec­ 
zema are serious. Some run a mild 
course, the inflammation clearing 
up and disappearing after the age 
of two years. But this is not al­ 
ways so. Some youngsters suffer 
from*the affliction for years, with 
marked damage to health. 
These 
require careful scientific study and 
prolonged Investigation 
May Be Due to Foods 
For many years lilt Ie w as known 
about eczema. Treatment was lim­ 
ited to the application of soothing 
ointments. Usually these ointments 
were of little value, rarely giving 
relief. Today, as I have suggested, 
every effort is made to get at the 
root of the trouble. Then the cure 
takes care of itself. 
In many instances the cause of 
the skin disturbance can be traced 
to a sensitivity to certain foods. 
It is interesting to learn that such 
sensitivity is more common in the 
bottle-fed than in breast-fed babies. 
This is due to certain Ingredients 
used in the formula. As a rule 
these 
substances 
are protein in 
their nature. There may be sensi­ 
tivity 
to 
such protein foods as 
eggs, milk, bread and others. 
As 
the child grows older a natural im­ 
munity or bodily protection against 
these foods develops. 
Proper Diet

i fore, immunity develops, these Irri­

WASHINGTON. March 12.—Oil­ 
er Wendell Holmes 
made 
the 
bench 
a 
philosopher’s stone bv 
which he transmuted base metals 
of life into fine-spun gold. 
His 
deep 
understanding, 
his 
broad views, his sharp mind, but 
notably his detachment from every 
day life accompanied by his keen 
insight into it—these were cruci­ 
bles in which small facts were com 
pounded into great principles. 
He had served for 20 years on 
the Massachusetts bench and was 
nearing his six tv-second birthday 
when President 
Roosevelt 
called 
him in 1902 to the supreme tribun­ 
al of the land. 
He was to labor there for 29 
years, was to run his total judicial 
career into the fiftieth consecutive 
year, waa to become the oldest man 
ever to have a seat on that bench, 
hut, greatest of all, waa to show 
hie measure aa o n e of the master 
magistrates of all time. 
Aware of Changes 
His life span stretched for nosily 
two-thirds of the existence of the 
supreme court; his own service in 
that cour* constituted more than 
one-fifth of its active history; ami 
it is estimated that he participated 
in more than one-third of the total 
number of decisions handed down 
since the court was formed. 
One of the secrets of his great­ 
ness—his life spanning such a long 
and restless period of the nation's 
history—was his recognition that 
life and the times were always 
changing and that he and the law 
must keep in step. 
He battled 
against 
accepting 
precedents, 
for precedents’ sake 
alone, and once said: “Our forms 
of contract. Instead of being made 
once for all, like a yacht, on lines 
of least resistance, are accidental 
relict of early notions. . . 
According to Rules 
Aa a Judge he deemed that his 
"first business is to see that, the 
game la played according to the 
rules, whether I like them or not 
But ho did find that tho “rules 
coultl he construed liberally. 
He said in one of his opinions: 
“The interpretation of constitution 
al principle* must not be too liber 
al. 
We must remember that the 
machinery of government 
would 
not work if it were not allowed a 
little play in its joints.” 
Though noted for his independ 
enc© of thought he felt that private 
opinions of a Judge were not 
a 
measure of legality. 
“It is a misfortune lf a judge,' 
he said, “reads his conscious 
or
